The triumphal entrance of the mob 
into the doomed city is thus described 
by Governor Ford : 


“The constable’s posse marched in, 
with Brockman at their head, consist 
ing of about eight hundred armed 
men, and six or seven hundred un 
armed, who came from motives of cu- 
riusity, to see the once proud city of 
Navvoo humbled and delivered up to 
its enemies, and to the domination of 
a self constituted and irresponsible 
power. When the posse arrived in the 
sity, the leaders of it erected them- 
elves‘ into a tribunal to decide who 
should be forced away and who remain. 
Parties were dispatched to search for 
Mormon arms and fur Mormons, and

than they commenced expelling the 
new citizens. Sume of them were 
ducked in the river, being, in one or 
two instances, actually baptized in the 
name of the leaders of the mob; 
others were forcibly driven into the 
ferry boats, to be taken over the river 
before the bayonets of armed ruffians; 
and it is asserted that the houses of’ 
most of them were broken open and 
their property stolen during theie 


away from their houses unprepared for 
their journey; they and their women 
and children had been thrown house-' 
less upon the lowa shore, without pro- 
visions or the means of getting them, 


\ 
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or to get to places where provisions 
might be obtained. It was now the 
height of the sickly season. Many 
of them were taken from sick beds, 
hurried into the boats, and driven 
away by armed ruffians now exercising 
the power of government. The best 
they could do was to erect their tents 
on the bank of the river, and there 
remain to take their chances of per- 
ishing by hunger or by prevailing sick 

ness, In this condition the sick, with- 
out shelter, food, nourishment, or 
medicine, died by scores. The mo. 
ther watched the sick babe without 
hope, and when it sank under accumu. 
lated miseries, it was only to be quickly 
followed by ber other children, now 
left. without the least attention, for the 
men had scattered out over the coun 

try seeking employment and the means 
of living.” 

The Governor also describes the mob 
commander-in chief as ‘‘a Camp. 
bellite preacher, nominally belonging 
to the democratic party, a large, 
awkward, uncouth, ignorant, semi 
barbarian, ambitious of office and bent 
upon acquiring notoriety.” The very 
picture of this man, from the pen of 
the Executive of the State, at the head 
of, what the army of regulators as- 
suredly must have considered them 
selves, the better people of the State, 
compared with the Mormons, at that 
time, in their exodus under Brigham 
Young, raising their battalion for the 
service of their country, gives such a 
atrong contrast that the reader, how- 
ever much indisposed cannot but be 
provoked to admiration of the latter. 
’ Bat the most eloquent and graphic 

icture of those days and scenes is 

m the historical discourse of Tho- 
mas ly. Kane, without which no story 
of thé Mormon exodus would be com- 
plete. He said: 

‘‘A few years ago, ascending the 
Upper Mississippi, in the Autumn, 
when its waters were low, I was com- 
pelled to travel by land past the region 
bf the rapids. My road lay through 
the half-breed tract, a fine section of 
Iowa which the unsettled state of its 
‘Rand-titles had appropriated as a sanc- 
tuary for coiners, horse thieves, and 
®ther outlaws. I had left my steamer 
at Keokuk, at the foot of the lower 
fall, to hire a carriage, and to con- 
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tend for some fragments of a dirty 
meal with the swarming flies, the only 
scavengers of the locality. From 
this place to where the deep waters 
of the river return, my eye wearied 
to see everywhere sordid vagabonds 
and idle settlers; and a country mar- 
red, without being improved, by their 
careless hands. 

**T was descending the last hill-side 
upon my journey, when a landscape 
in delightful contrast broke upon my 
view. Half encircled by the bend of 
the river, a beautiful city lay glittering 
in the fresh morning sun; its bright 
new dwellings, set in cool green gar- 
dens, ranging up around a stately 
dome-shaped hill which was crowned 
by a noble marble edifice whose high 
tapering spire was radiant with white 
and gold. The city appeared to cover 
several miles; and beyond it, in the 
background, there rolled off a fair 
country, chequered by the careful 
lines of fruitful husbandry. The 
unmistakeable marks of industry, en- 
terprise, and educated wealth every- 
where, made the scene one of singu- 
lar and most striking beauty. 

Tt was a natural impulse to visit 
this inviting region. I procured a 
skiff, and rowing across the river, 
landed at the chief wharf of the city. 
No one met me there. I looked and 
saw no one. I could hear no one 
move, though the quiet everywhere 
was such that [ heard the flies buzz, 
and the water-ripples break against 
the shallow of the beach. I walked 
through the solitary streets. The 
town lay as in a dream, under some 
deadening spell of loneliness, from 
which I almost feared to wake it ; for 
plainly it bad not slept long. There 
was no grass growing up in the paved 
ways; rains had not entirely washed 
away the prints of dusty footsteps. 

** Yet r went about unchecked. I 
went into empty workshops, ropewalks 
and smithies. The spinner’s wheel 
was idle ; the carpenter had gone from 
his work-bench and shavings, his 
unfinished sash and casing. Fresh 
bark was in the tanner’s vat, and the 
fresh-chopped lightwood stood piled 
against the baker’s oven. The black- 
smith’s shop was cold; but his coal 
heap, and ladling pool, and crooked 
water-horn were all there as if he had 
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just — off for a holiday. No work. 
peop 


e anywhere looked to know my 
errand. If I went into the gardens, 
clinking the wicket latch after me, to 

ull the marigolds, heart’s-ease and 
fadyelippere, and draw a drink with 
the water-sodden water bucket and its 
noisy chain, or knocking off with my 
atick the tall heavy- headed dablias and 
suvflowers, hunting over the beds for 
cucumbers and love-apples; no one 
called out to me from any open win- 
dow, or dog sprang forward to bark 
an alarm. could have supposed the 
people hidden in their houses, bat 
the doors were unfastened ; and when 
at last I timidly entered them, I found 
dead ashes white upoo the hearths, 
and had to tread a-tiptoe, as if walking 
down the aisle of a country church, to 
avoid rousing irreverent echoes from 
the naked floors. 

‘*On the outskirts of the town was 
the city graveyard ; but there was no 
record of plague there ; nor did it in 
anywise differ much from other Pro- 
testant American cemeteries. Some 
of the mounds were not long sodded ; 
some of the stones were newly set, 
their dates recent, and their black 
inscriptions glossy in the mason’s 
hardly dried letter-ink. Beyond the 
graveyards, out in the fields, [ saw 
on a spot hard by where the fruited 
boughs of a young orchard had been 
roughly torn down, the still smoul. 
dering remains of a barbecue fire, that 
had been constructed of rails from the 
feucing round it. It was the lates: 


‘uign of life there. Fields upon fields 


heavy headed yellow grain lay 
rotting ungathered upon the ground. 
No one was at hand to take in their 
rich harvest. As far as the eye could 
reach, they stretched away—they 
sleeping, too, in the hasy air of 


_Autumn. 


“Only two portions of the city 
seemed to suggest the import of this 
mysterious solitude. On the southern 
suburb, the houses looking eut upon 
the country showed, by their splintered 
woodwork, and walls battered to the 
foundation, that they had lately been 
the mark of a destructive cannonade, 
And in and around the splendid Tem- 
ple which had been the chief object of 
my admiration, armed men were har- 
racked, surrounded by their stacks of 
musketry and pieces of heavy ordnance. 
These challenged me to render an 
account of myself, and why I had had 
the temerity to cross the water without 
a written permit from a leader of their 
band. 

‘“‘Though these men were generally 
more or less under the influence of 
ardent spirits, after I had explained 
myself as a passing stranger, they 
seemed anxious to gain my good 
opinion. They told the story of the 
dead city ; that it had been a notable 
manufacturing and commercial mart, 
sheltering over 20,000 persons; that 
they had waged war with its iuhabi- 
tants for several years, and been finally 
successful only a few days before my 
visit, in an action brought in front of 
the ruined suburb, after which they 
had driven them forth at the point of 
the sword. The defence they said, 
was obstinate, but gave way on the 
third day’s bombardment. They 
boasted greatly of their prowess, es- 
pecially in this battle as they called it; 
but I discovered that they were tot of 
one mind as to certain of the exploits 
that had distinguished it; one of 
which, as I remember, was, that they 
had slain a father and his son, a boy 
of fifteen, not long residents of the 
fated city, whom they admitted had 
borne a character without reproach.

Conference re-assembled at 2 p.m. 


_ The assemblage was called to order 
by Elder George Q. Cannon.

Elder John Taylor addressed the 
Conference. He made mention of the 
visits to the southern settlements of 
bimself and other members of the 

uorum of the Twelve Apostles on 
the journey to and from St. George, 
alluded to the beautiful appearance of 
the Temple at the latter place, and 
dercribed the pleasurable feelings «x- 
perienced by those who enrered and 
officiated in that building. In visiting 
the people he discovered a strong de 
sire among them to build Temples to 
the Most High God. They were very 
desirous of uniting together for the 
accomplishment of that object. A 
Temple had been reared, under the 
direction of the Prophet Joseph 
Smith, in Kirtland, Ohio, in which 
= manifestations of the power of 

od were given. There were but few. 

ople to take part in rearing that 
Temple, and the Lord accepted it. 
In Nauvoo another Temple was reared, 
and all sorts of difficulties had to be 
met with in prosecuting that work. 
At that time all kinds of lying reports 
were set afloat about the Saints, 
emanating from corrupt and wicked 
men, just as they dv now. The 
speaker also adverted to the building ‘ 
of the Temple in this city. The 
brethren had willingly contributed 
towards its erection, and the spirit 
evinced was to go on with it. A site 
for anotber Temple, at Manti, Sar- 
pete, had been dedicated fur that 
urpose. He found a strong feeling 
in that neighborhood, among the peo 

le, to aid in the erection of that 

building. Another Temple was soon 
to be commenced at Logan, in Caché 
Valley, and thus the work of the Lord, 
in the matter of Temple building was 
progressing. 

Elder Taylor continued for some 
time, explaining the objects and uses 
of T mples, and showing the breadth 
and comprehensiveness of the Gospel. 
He also stated that the desire to be 
more united in their temporal inter 
ests was becoming more widespread 
among the Saints, and various insti- 
tutions were being established for the 
advancement of that object. 

Elder George Q. Cannon then pre- 
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sented the authorities of the Church, 
who were sustained, without change, 
by unanimous vote of the Conference— 

Elder Cannon then presented the 
names of the following brethren, called 
to go on missions— 

Angust Wilcken, Salt Lake City, to 
Mexico; Job Smith and S. H. B, 
Smith, Salt Lake City, to California, 

The vote to sustain their selection 
as Missionaries was unanimous. 


Elder Charles C. Rich was the next 
speaker. He showed in his remarks 
the marvelous charac'er of the work 
in which the Latter day Saints were 
engaged, and exhorted the peuple to 
neglect the performance of no duty, 
of whatever nature, that could be ao- 
complished by them in this life. 


Elder Lorenzo Snow addressed the 
Conference. It had been falsely stared 
that the Latter day Saints were cur- 
tailed in the right to think and act for 
themselves. They believed that God 
had rest red bis Priesthood to enable 
them to attain a position of indepen. 
dence. The object was also to save 
them from the evils and oppressions 
existing in the world, and to enahle 
them to attain to a possession of the 
necessities an’ comforts of life. There 
was a goodly degree of union aod 
equality existing amoung the Saints in 
some of the settlements, especially 10 
the soutbern portion of the Terri‘ory, 

The speaker dwelt upon the office 
of the Spirit of God, leading its pos- 
sessor step by step on the road tos 
knowledge of the principles of goilli- 
ness, and power to put them in prac- 
tice. The Klders of the Church hed 
gone forth willingly into the nations 
and delivered the message of the Gos- 
pel, and as the work of the Lord de- 
veloped and progressed, numbers of 
faithful men would be found as willing 
to labor for the consvlidation of the 
temporal interests of the Church as 
they had been in other directions, 
Thousands of people had, through the 
labors of President Young, been able 
to progress from a state of comparative 
poverty to one of comfort and com- 
petence. It appeared to be as 
to the whisperings of the Spirit of G 
that the Saints should be more united 
temporally, that each man might be 
independent in ihat regard.

Eiuer Orson Pratt addressed the 
Conference aud commenced, by read. 
ing @ portion of modern revelation, 

iven through the Prophet Joseph 
Sith, in 1832, upon the nature and 
power of the Priesthood. It was his 
desire for the congreyation to be as 
still as possible, as the only object in 
speaking ur hearing was mutual edifi- 
cation. 

He showed the difference between 
the two Priesthoods--the Melchisedeck 
and Aaronic. Tue latter, in the ab- 
sence of its connection with the for- 
mer, was limited in its power and 
blessings. 

The Melchisedec Priesthood held 
the power and privilege of receiving 
the mysteries of the kingdom of 
heaven, and enjoying the communion 
and presence of God the Father and 
his Son. The lesser, or Aaronic 
Priesthood, was simply an appendage 
to the Melchisedec, and ministered 
in the temporal ordinances of the 
Gospel, such as baptism, etc. Since 
the introduction of these two Priest 
boos, the Church had passed through 
many moiitications, and the full bless- 
ings of the Priesthood had not yet 
been entered into and enjoyed up to 
the present time. 

Whenever a literal descendant of 
Aaron could be found be could act 
without Counsellors, but in his ab- 
sence it required a high Priest to be 
&t apart and ordained to act as a 
Bishop to administer in all the urdi- 
nances of the lesser Priesthood, and 
to render his authority complete he 
must have two Counsellors, High 
Priests, although in many of our 


wards and settlements this order had 
not been strictly carried out. God 
had now revealed to his servant 
Brigham, that the time had come 
to send forth the Twelve Apvustles 
throughout the land to set those things 
in order and introduce the more per- 
fect system of the Aaronic pera 


as is revealed in the Doctrine an 


Covenants. This more perfect organi- 
zation, with many other changes that 
would be brought about, was intended 
to prepare us as a people for the com- 
ing of the Son of God. 

He then spoke of the necessity of 
union in temporal matters, and the 
benefits to be derived by the Saints 
in the: building of Temples. He re- 
ferred to several revelations in re- 
ference to the gathering together of 
the Saints of God, that they might 
be educated and instructed how to 
accomplish the counsels and decrees 
of the Almighty, which we could 
not possibly bring about in our 
isolated condition, and that we might 
alsu be sanctified before God. When 
that time came, the wicked would 
fear and tremble when no man pur- 
sued. 

Elder Erastus Snow spoke of the 
ancient Prophets who foretold the 
introduction of the Priesthood in the 
latter days, with its attendant bless- 
ings; the time when nations would 
cease to war with each other, and a 
reign of righteousness be ushered in. 
This period was shown to the Apostle 
John, while up on the Isie of Patmos. 

He also spoke of a time when the 


power of the devil would be broken, 


and although Satan had claimed do- 
minion over the earth and its treasures, 
the time would come when Jesus would 
come to take possession thereof, and 
Satan be banished from this globe. 
God had promised Jesus, his first 
born, the possession of the earth. 
Satan for the time being during a 
period of his brief authority, might 
give to his servants a temporary power 
and dominion over their fellows, and 
to oppress the poor, but soon this 
rod of power would be broken. They 
who sowed to the flesh should rea 

corruption, while those who al 
God, who delighted in righteousness 
and maintained their integrity, would 
reap the reward of the faithful when 


— out? 
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Jesus should come. We expected to 
live to see the time when the refuge 
of lies would be swept away. To all 
Latter day Saints, he said, ‘‘ Let us 
live our religion, and we shall soon 
realize all the blessings that God has 
promised to the faithful.” 

President B. Young addressed the 
assemblage, delivering a powerful 
discourse, in the course of which he 


touched upon many points of vita] 
importance to the Latter-day Saints, 
and to the whole of mankind in gene- 
ral. 

The Conference was adjourned till 
2 o'clock, p.m.

POLYGAMY.

We tested the fidelity of a good 
many people of this nation pretty 
thoroughly before the revelation on 
marriage was disclosed to the Prophet 
Joseph Smith. We found them very 
empty in the element of charity to 
wards vs; we have been mobbed from 
city to city, and from State to State ; 
our Prophet and other leaders were 
founlly murdered by a painted mob of 
professed Christians ; eighteen of our 
people were shot at Haun’s Mil, Mis 
sourt, and thrown into a well. An 
oli Revolutionary soldier by the name 
of Rogers, was shot, and after being 
discovered b bind a log where he had 
fallen, was cut to pieces with a corn 
cutter. When President Van Buren 
was appealed to for the redress of the 
terrible wrongs inflicted upon the un 
offending people, he answered: ‘‘ Gen. 
tlemen, your cause is just, but I can 
do nothing for you.” Afterward, we 
were driven into the American desert, 
which, under God, we have greatly 
redeemed and made astonishly fruit- 
ful. Never since Aian,—that we have 
any account of—was a colony esta 
blished, and so prosperously main- 
tained, as the one in Utah, notwith 
standing the many formidable and 
almost insurmountable difficulties be- 
se'ting our path at nearly every step. 

We’re living there in comparative 
and quiet. The profanation of 

vd’s holy name is not heard from the 
lips of Latter-day Saints. Brethren 
dv not go to law with brethren ; while 
in our homoygenevus relatious, we re 
present one yreat fraternal brother- 


hood of patriots and freemen. No 
woman marries contrary to her wishes ; 
propositions to that end from either 
sex, are admissible and respected, 
whether entertained or not. Our 
mothers, wives, daughters, and sisters, 
enjoy political suffrage, the same as 
the men; and we venture the asser- 
tion, that there is not gold enough in 
Pennsylvania to influence one of our 
orthodox ladies to exchange her sucial 
relations for the most enviable position 
occupied by ber sex elsewhere. 

‘*T have demonstrated,” says the 
author of the History and Philoso- 
phy of Marriage, ‘‘that our present 
system of monogamy is a cuunterfeit, 
stimulating the most loathsome vices 
of prostitu'ion and hypocrisy ; and L 
assert that the only effectual manner 
iu which social purity and honesty 
can be maintained, is by promoting 
the utmost freedom to marry. The 
time has gone by for accepting the 
mere outward profession of sanctity. 
We require substantial evidences of its. 
possession, before we consent tv accord 
to its claimants their proper bunors: 
If there is any truth in the holy Bible, 
it teaches the innocence of polygamy 
and the sinfulness of every form of 
sexual indulgence not guarded by @ 
life-long marriage. 

‘‘If there is any truth in history, ib 
teaches the innate impurity of en- 
forced mouogamy ; an impurity which 
has always increased with the increase 
of wealth, and the advance of civiliza- 
tion; which perverted 
itself is powerless to prevent ; whi

has corrupted and wasted many na- 
tiuns, and into which we are driven 
with inevitable certainty, and from 
which nothing but an extension of the 
benefits and the safeguards of marriage 
can ever deliver us ” 

We would respectfully advise the 

rusal of the book from which the 
oregoing extracts are taken. It is an 
jnteresting epitume of which Geo. Wm. 
Curtis says, ‘‘has the curious dis. 
tinction of being a Christian plea for 
polygamy.” The author is not a 
Mormon.”

‘Turne are certain characteristics of ‘The Gospel,” which distinguish it from

Even by those who may not have, or possess the Gospel as a whole, or in its 
primitive form, it is believed to be a revelation, a something which is not the 
Outcome of man’s device, which is not the creation of schools ; a something 
which, howsoever imposed on man, was not composed by him; a system which 

n not be said to be the results of his experience, or of his personal adaptation 

means to ends; neither could he have discovered it, or invented it, as men 
assume to discover the laws of chemistry, or invent a sewing machine. 

“It had to be, it was revealed, it originated with higher intelligences than man, 
with those who understood man—nay, it is beyond this, it is not only the 
offspring of intelligence, but of the highest intelligence, God is its author, he 
devised it, he revealed it. Paul, in writing to Timothy, (1 Tim. i, 11) called 
it ‘the Gospel of the blessed God ;” and tv the Thessalonians, the same writer 
says, ‘*we were bold to speak the Gospel of God to you” (1 Thess. ii, 2); in 
writing to the Romans, he also declares himself ‘‘ as a minister of Jesus Christ 
to the Gentiles, ministering the Gospel of God” (Rom. xv, 16); and in his 
epistle to the Galatians, expressly testifies, ‘‘the Gospel preached of me is not 
after man” (Gai. i, 11). Nor must we overlook the fact that God took special 
pains to bring his Gospel to the notice of mankind, he did not leave it to chance 
or. accident, but sent it by a special medium, with special characteristics, special 
authority, and special endowments, that it might be direct, unperverted, and 
cléarly understood ; so that it might be preserved from adulteration, from con- 
tamination, from imperfection and error. Jesus was the messenger, the ex- 
émplar, the revelator ; and in his patient, persecuted, and wondrous life, as 
well as in his fearful and ignominious death, we have that fullness and fresh- 
néss of testimony as to his fidelity, his precision, and his complete understand- 
ing of his duty and mission, which should go far to establish the claims of the 
Eperelp and induce at least every God-seeking and God-fearing man to under- 

mand and then obey, making it the pole star of his life, amid its entailed and 
perpetuated darkness.

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The Gospel, as a revelation, was more than an idea in the Apostolic age, #£ 
was a living fact in the hearts and experience of its recipients; it was the 
inspiration uf all its great as well as its lowly lives, they knew of its authority, 
jt was a revelation to them, as Paul said, it had net ‘*‘come in word only, but 
in power, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance” (1 Thess. i, 5); they 
did not receive it because of its antiquity, because it had been preached 
“ before to Abraham” (Gal. tii, 8), or because it had been taught by Moses 
and offered to Israel in the wilderness” (Heb. iv, 2) ; neither was it because it 
bad been revealed to others, or even to or by Jesus in their day, or because he 
bad made provisions for its continuance ; but because of faith in God, they had 
been led tu obey it; and it could be said of them as Jesus said of Peter, 
Flesh and blood bath not revealed this unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven,” he hath revealed it; so that the idea now prevalent in Christendom 
as to the Guspel being a revelation, is not original with it, but is rather a tra- ¢ 
dition ; one tvo, which has lost its vitality, and become dead, dead, dead ; inas- 
much as while it accepts the theory, it repudiates it as a fact, by failing to 
square its course by that which is indeed A REVELATION. 

The Gospel is a science, this is implied in its character as a revelation, it is 
an eXact science, inlinite wisdom devised it, and adapted its means to an end ; 
the Infinite understood his purposes in the creation of man, he also understood 
his nature and tendencies, and knew how each could be developed, restrained, | 
and directed ; bis infinite intelligence implied the ability to choose or select 
the best methuds for the accumplishment of his purposes and the highest well 
being of man ; bence there would be nothing superfluous in its composition, all 
its established practices and ordinances would be {fessential,—absolutely essen- 
tial, and no intelligence lower than the Infinite could have authority to change 
or supersede it in any of its details, much less invent another. Whether the 
lower intelligence may be able or willing to see this necessity isout of the question; 
whether man can understand the subtle processes by which results follow 
obedience to the law of the Gospel, or what the connection between cause and 
effect, is not in the province of this intelligence to determine ; what the neces- 
sity for baptism, for laying un of hands, fur anointing with vil, for speaking in 
tongues, or fur outward ordinances, may not be clear to a limited intelligence, 
or to a circumscribed faith; but if these are the products of inspiration, of 
revelation, if they are from God, if they were revealed and established by the 
Savior of the world, if they were continued in the Apostolic age, and practiced 
by the first believers, we may surely in this generation be as consistent, as 
anxious, a8 persevering as they, and as full of expectancy and faith; and if 
that primitive system or order were again revealed tu the human family, we 
could certainly be safe in accepting it, and could not expect to be safe in its 
rejection. 

But while the Gospel is an exact science and a perfect one, so far as revealed, 
it will in accordance with the necessities of man, with his ever changing con-_ 
ditions, and with the establishment of the divine order, government, and 
kingdom on the earth, be continually enlarging,—so far as man is cuncerned ; 
the spirit and power of the Eternal who first designed, then revealed, will con- 
tinue to operate, and through his chosen servants and faithful children, ever 
reveal principles of wisdom and knowledge fitted for and equal to all the 
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emergencies of the present and the future ; these advanced principles (the life 
of infinite progression,) will, like the first principles of the Gospel, be enduring, 
everlasting indeed, and unchangeable; priuciples, original and consecutive, 
known or unknown, first and last, are eternal, they are the method of God, the 
system of salvation, ‘‘ the everlasting Gospel ;” It is not speculative, or experi- 
mental, like the sciences of the day, ‘‘ known unto God are all his works from 
the beginning ;” he has dewonstrated in his own experience, and mayhap 
testimony from countless worlds are within bis grasp, as to the essential virtue 
and saving power of the principles he has desigued and revealed ; and there 
can be no doubt, but that in the severe simplicity of outward ordinances there 
lies concealed the essential germ of great truths, which planted into man’s 
experience, wakes to life, and bears its certain and destined fruit ; yes, all that 
comes from God is entitled to the name of science, every revelation of the 
eternities past, or yet to come, which pertains to man, (whether in the flesh or 
in the spirit,) which tends to exalt, to ennoble, belungs to the science of life ; 
that only which man invents, adds, incorpurates, or establishes, shall perish in. 
the using and pass away. 

The Gospel is also a Life; it is more than a theory, however beautiful ; 
| mure than ceremony, however interesting ; more than ordinances, no matier 
by how many revered names they may have been practised and sustained. Of 
philosophies tbe world is affluent, but many are impracticable, and not adapted 
for mau—they are the offspring of a mistaken benevolence and philanthropy, 
coguizant of the multiplied evils which eucumber our race. Uf religious, the 
world is full, and thuusapds of mankind are sick because of their revolting. 
doctrines, inconsistent ideas, and general inability to minister to a mind 
diseased.” Organizations abuund on every hand, leading their millious to 
| superstition and death, themselves barely justifying their existence, so small is 
the modicum of trnth which they have absurbed. 
| Bu: the Gospel is rich in all the elements of an enlarging and ennobling life, 

every doctrine, every ordinance, every principie, bears the imprint of divine 

wisdum and adaptation to human needs ; it needs no preparatory process for 
! its acceptance, it takes every man and woman just where they are, and so 
| impregnates them with the secret and seeus of life, that they immediately 
| begin to grow, to expand, and as they absorb principle after principle, and 
| weave thein into the fabric of their lives, 80 does the spirit of revelation burn 
| and glow within them, they ‘‘ yrow in grace, and in the knowledge of the Lord 
| and Savior Jesus Christ ; ‘‘old things pass away, and all things become new ;” 
they “‘ add to their faith virtue ; and to virtue knowledge ; aud to knowledge 
| 


temperance ; and to temperance patience ; and to patience godliness ; and to 
golliness brotherly kindness, and. to brotherly kindness charity ;’ they are 
| ** neither barren nor unfruitful” in ‘*the things which make for peace,” they 
| becuwe *‘ partakers of the divine nature ;” it is indeed “‘ the Gospel of salva- 
: tivn,” salvation from seif, from tradition, from vanity, and ‘‘ the cunning craft 
| | of men whereby they lay in wait to deceive ;’ a life—which while it compre- 
, heuds its evils or defects, labors fur triumpb and success, every aspiration is 
4 tinted with hope, every effurt gives promise of lis vindication, and as the glory 
| ef coming greatuess bursis through the shrine of self, ‘*1t 1s Gud that worketh 

| in them to will and to do of his good pleasure.”

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Ab, when a man’s religion thus becomes his life, what a startling evidence 
it is of the divinity of that science which once revealed in Jesus, is now ‘‘ re- 
yealed from faith to faith ;” and when such fruits ripen luxuriantly on the tree 
of life’s experience, men may ‘‘see these good works and glorify their Father 
which is in heaven.” Testimony of this character is just as valid now as in 
the Apostolic age—its elements are the same, its precious manifestations are 
the same, its power and triumph just the same, ali bear the same unequivocal 
testimony to that restoration given through Joseph, as was given to its intro- 
duction by Jesus, preaching to Abraham, or practice by Moses ; and these 
characteristics are as “* a three fold cord which connot be broken,” the Divine reve 
lation of a Divine science, exemplified in a Divine life. Tuis is testimony to all 
the vations tbat ‘* Gud’s ways are not as man’s ways, nor bis thoughts as man’s 
thoughts,” but that ‘‘the law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul” 
(Psalm xix, 7), while punishment is decreed upon the ungodly ‘“‘ because they 
have despised the law of the Lord” (Amos ii, 4). ‘* The Guspel is only hid to 
these that are lost” (2 Cur. iv, 3), and the consequences of its rejection will 
only be fully appreciated ‘‘ when the Lord Jesus eball be revealed from heaven 
with his mighty angels in flaming fire, taking vengeance von them that know 
not Goud, and that obey not the Gospel of eur Lord Jesus Christ” (2 Thess. 1, 7. 8.)

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
From a very interesting family letter addressed to brother Schofield, Man- 
chester, by Elder G. Reynolds, of Salt Lake City, we have the privilege of 
extracting the following .— 


‘*The present year is one that, thus far, has been unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. In fact, so far as I 
am acquainted with the records of the Church of God in the various dispen- 
satiovs of His providence, I do not know of its parallel since the days of 
Adam, the great father, or even this earth at all. Within a period of less 
than six months, one Temple has been dedicated, and the site for two others 
consecrated to the Lord our God, and the work of construction commenced 
thereon, whilst another is being pushed forward with greater zeal and energy 
than has before been manifested since its commencement. These are facts that 
have a weight in the history of the world, and if we as Saints do not altogether 
appreciate the full importance of the work, the adversary of our souls most 
certainly does. From a few days before the final dedication of the St. George 
Temple to the present the powers of Evil have been raging. By what Lucifer 
may have considered a fine stroke of policy, he managed to spread falsehood 
broadcast over the land, through the reputed confessions of Lee, etc., just 
before the dedication of the House of the Lord at St George, but so near that 
event us to prevent our answering bis false accusations, if we had been so dis- 
posed, or giving time for ‘* the sober second thouzht” of the honest to come to 
our rescue. If he had any idea, as some have imagined, of frustrating the 
p.aus of the Lord, or preventing the dedication of that House, he failed, but 
as we may expect he still keeps up the warfare, and by bloody tales of a Mor- 
mon uprising he seeks our dispersion and destruction.

We know that this 
is his work, we know that he rules in heaven and on earth, and that he holds 
the destinies of the children of men in his hands, knowing this, cannot we 
leave our defence with him. What we can do in the way of justifying our- 
selves, will amount to little by the side of the power of the Almighty, when he 
undertakes the vindication of his people Like throwing pearls before swine, 
when we proclaim our innocency, they cast aside our words and turo upon us 
to rend us again. For this reason the Elders of the Church are advised to 
debate but little, to argue but little, but to present the Trath before the chil- 
dren of men, the simple truth as it is in Christ Jesus, and let the Spirit of God 
do the arguing in those bearts that are honest evough to receive bis whisper- 
ings. As we progress we must expect persecution, but the nearer we live to 
the Lord, the less it will harm us, for Satau will have the less hold on us, 
and the less power to vex or divide us ”
